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(57) Abstract 



PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make impossible reading 
the original data even by any technology by destroying 
the data in itsetf vy^h heat within the specified temp, 
range from the label of the CD-R in regard to a CD-R 
becoming useless. 

SOLUTION: Since a data pit is formed closed to a printed 
label surface, the heat of SC^C to 150**C is added from 
the upper surface of the printed label surface of the 
CD-R. The periphery of the data pit causes a thermal 
change by this heat, and a difference between the data 
pit existing from the original and the part not the data 
pit is eliminated, and the read of the data becomes 
impossible, and the data are destroyed. The destruction 
of the data are performed over the whole surface of the 
CD-R. Since the format of the CD-R is high generally in 
restoration power for an error, the method destroying 
the data over the whole surface is safer than the method 
partially destroying because perfectly making the data 
read impossible. 
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
